The spectacle of 15,000 girls and wo- 


meti resuming work after having been 
out on a strike must have been a curi- 
ous and interesting one , to the inhabi- 
tants of Troy, New York; yet that was 
what happened in that city of shirts, 
collars and cuffs on the 28th of last 
month. 
The change from the sight of 


deserted factories to the bustle and din 
which 13,000 pairs of hands would pro- 
produce when busily employed must 
have been striking.' No doubt tho ci- 
feot was noticeable upon the streets. 
These girls and women had been idle— 
aud (he factories also—for two months, 
iu (i contest as to whether 250 of their 
number employed in ous factory should 
have an increase of 25 per cent, in their 
wages, or not. The manufactureis re- 
insed it, arid the 250 struck, by this net 
forcing, by the laws of their \inion, the 
remainder of tho 15,000 to join them iu 
suppoit of the principle involved. Gen- 
eral Muster Workman Powlprly visitpd 
Troy a few days ago, made an examina- 
tion, and advised the immediate with- 
drawal of the Knights of Labor commit- 
tee which had been in Troy conducting 
the campaign. He is said to hnve beou 
led to bis decision by the conviction, 
after investigation, that the original 
strike was a mistake. Mr. Powderly 
has dona a great deal oi goud iu his po- 
sition, and it is probable that iu this 
matter his decision was a grnnt relief to 
manutacurer.s and strikers aliku. It hns 
been one of the most noted and largest 
strikes for years, and is h.ippily ended.

A MACHINE FOB SHEAEING SHEEP.— 


Such a machine is said to be in success- 
ful operations in Victoria. It is made 
of brass, iu the shape of a small trowel. 
The motion is actuated by a small tur-

ameter, geared into another wheel, on 
which is fixed a cutter. In trout is a 
cornb, serving as a guard against cutting 
the skin.
